Coronation Postponed. 

London, June 24 —With dramat- 
ic suddenness the king has been 
stricken do-vn upon the eve of his 
coronation. To-night he lies in a 
critical state at Buckingham Pal 
ace. 

Indescribable consternation pre- 
vails throughout the country, aud 
this consternation is reflected in the 
cablegrams received from all the 
center* of the universe. 

The coronation has been indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

It is officially announced that the 
king is suffering from perityphlitis, 
for which he underwent an opera- 
tion at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 
The operation was performed suc- 
cessfully by Sir Fredrick Treves, 
who correctly diagnosed the com 
plaint and is a specialist in abdomi- 
nal operations. 

King Edwards has for weeks 
been haunted « ith a superstitious 
fear, engendered by several pro- 
phecies to the effect that he would 
never be crowned. 

Reports have been current in 
London that the king has been 
much depressed over these prophe- 
cies, pnd at times has appeared 
mooay and morose. It is said that 
he was apprehensive that he would 
never' see his coronation day.

Eggs. 

The Egyptians saw in the egg 
an emblem of the restoration of 
mankind after the deluge, and ven- 
erated it accordingly. It otten ar 
pears in their hieroglyphics. 

The Jews found in the eggs a 
symbol of bondage and wonderfu 
deliverance, and used it as a type 
of their departure from Egypt and 
it appeared on the Passover tabic 
The modern Hebrews still use 
eggs at the Passover season as an 
emblem of the rolling fate of Israel. 

At one lime in Greece, philoso- 
phers tried to keep people from 
ea'ingeggs, since they contained 
ail the elemeuts of life. The shell 
represents the earth; the white, 
water; the yolk, Git, air was fouud 
under the shell, and the germ of 
Life it was a sin to destroy. 

Superstitions about eggs were 
numerous, and were not confined 
entirely to ancient times: some ol 
them a>e still prevalent. 

Eggs, and especially their shell', 
have been thought potent aids V 
witchcraft. 

Irish and English nurses once 
instructed children to push theii 
spoons through the shell of an egg. 
after eating its contents, "to keep 
tne witches from making a boat of 
it." 

Sir Thomas Brown tells us an- 
other reason for wreaking the shells 
lest the Witch*:* should draw oi 
pick their na-ncs therein, and thus 
injure tr.e p:raon who had partak- 
en of the e;;g. 

Eg.*, laid on holy days were 
supro- .d to possess helpful quali 
ties against all ills. 

Scotch fishermen think it unluck\ 
to have eggs on board their boats, 
as they will bring contrary winds 
In many parts of England, eggs 
are not allowed to leave tbe house 
after sunset, for fear of ill luck, 
and to have them brought in would 
be equally disastrous. 

Perhaps the greatest interest in, 
and use of, eggs in this country, 
centers about Easter. Tbe chap- 
ter devoted to this subject is a long 
one, and contains many beautiful 
sentiments bearing on the use of 
egy,s at this holy festival, which is 
even more significant than their use 
at the Jewish Passover. 

The most prevalent and charac- 
teristic custom olthe Easter festival 
has always been tbe giving of eggs. 
Sometimes they are eaten, oftener 
kept as amulets, or used in playing 
games. 

The Pagan people, at their New 
Year feasts, presented each other 
with eggs^is a type of the new lite 
ot Nature— which they colored to 
show their joy at the- return of 
Spring. 

The contrast between the cold, 
lifeless egg and the warm, downy- 
chicken full of life and motion, may 
well have made the former an emb- 
lem of the endless life of the soul. 

After the Fourth Century the 
church prohibited the use of eggs 
as well as of other animal food 
during Lent, but the hens were 
heretical enough to keep ou laying, 
and the accumulated egg» were 
dried tor children at Easter. 

The Greek church still forbids 
the use of eggs during Lent, but 
other churches allow their use dur 
mg the Lenten fc.est. 

A sermon preached in England 
in 1570 mention^ that certain ones-

of IS gonce for 400 eggs for Easter, 

shows the observance of the custom 

at that period, and the extreme 

cheapness of eggs. 

In certain parts of England, eggs 
rose in price at this time. 

It was once customary, in Scot 
land to search for wild fowls' sgff 
on Easter morning for good luck. 

Easter is to the Russians what 
Christmas is to the Germans. It is 
the day of all the year for family 
gatherings, and is, if possible, eel 
cbrated in n:»' garments. 

In Poland, Lent is rigidly <>b 
served, and at its close, animal 
food is partaken of with great sol 

emnity. 

Id France, hens' nests were 
formerly ransacked for the largest 
eggs for an Easter tribute to the 
King. The priests used to go from 
house to house, leaving their bless- 
ings, and receiving eggs enough to 
last for many weeks. 

At the pagan New York festivals 
many games were played with 
e^gs, and some of them still sur- 



vive 



Many, children in days past have 
matched their eggs or rolled them 
over the green grass lots in the 
grounds of the White House at 
Washington. 

Probably the Easter eggs were 
first boiled hard for safety in tfiese 
games of matching. 

Travelers iu Mexico give ac- 
counts of an egg game and dance 
existing there. 

Eggs in Literature, show what 
an important part they have play- 
ed from the earliest times to the 
present. Among writers of all 
ages, the egg has been a favorite 
illustration. 

The fables of the women who 
killed the hen (?) that laid golden 
eggs, and of the milkmaid counting 
her chickeus before they were 
hatched or before she had exchange-! 
her milk for eggs, are full of sound 
philosophy.

Have Been Working at One Scheme 0! 
Another for Many Yeais. 

The public might as wei. take all 
the dispatches that refer to the amaz- 
ing stride- of w ireless telegraphy and 
telephony very calmly, says the Phil- 
Press. There is a great deal 
of old material being work, d over by 
experimenters in various parts of the 
country, and the known aehit venu nts 
of laboratory experts «re being redis- 
red with a vengeance. There arti 
to-day a number of practical system* 
of wireless telegraphy known. Mat> 
coni A-iidi in the audacity of his sue* 
ceasas, but all the leading countries 
have their own savants who have 
solved the problem for moderate dis 
tances, and in the United States Prof. 
II. Fessenden, of the w.ather bureau 
is working out a system of his own 
which promises splendid results 
Prof. Fessenden is under contr«ct 
with the government, and his system 
is to become the property of the gov- 
ernment when all experiments are 
completed. Others are in the field 
with various systems and claims, and 
in case of rival patents, if commercial 
success is assured, the United States 
courts will no doubt be kept busy.
